STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Newport qualified to vote in town 
affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said town of 
Newport on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects, namely : 

Article 1. To choose three Selectmen, a Town Clerk, and a 
Town Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

Art. 2. To choose a Collector of Taxes, and all necessary town 
officers, agents and committees for the year ensuing. 

Art. 3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the support of schools for the year ensuing, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the payment of the town debt and defraying the 
interest thereon for the year ensuing, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 5. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the payment of town charges, for the maintenance 
of the poor, for cemeteries, parks, commons and water works, and 
to improve the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 6. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the laying out of highways and sidewalks, and 
building and repairing the same, and for building and repairing 
bridges, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 7. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for lighting the streets of Newport village, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 8. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer, Board of 
Selectmen, Auditors, Agents, Committees, or other officers hereto- 
fore chosen or appointed, and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
seventy-five dollars to defray the expenses of Memorial Day exercises, 
and pay the same over to the quartermaster of Fred. Smyth Post, 
No. 10, Department of New Hampshire, G. A. R., and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

Art. 10. To seeif the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
five hundred dollars for the construction of sewers in Newport vil- 
lage, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 11. Tosee if the town will instruct the Board of Water 
Commissioners to extend the water main from Summit Road to the 
house of W. W. Safford, and appropriate money for the same, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to extend the water system 
from North Main street along Oak street toa point near the house 
of W. P. Tenney, raise and appropriate money for the same, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 18. To seeif the town will instruct the Selectmen to pur- 
chase the east shore of Gilman pond, or as much of it as belongs to 
the farm formerly owned by Granville Morgan, at a price not to 
exceed three hundred dollars. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxation 
for the term of ten years, from June 1, 1905, the building, machin- 
ery and stock in trade of H. R. Lovejoy, situated near Oak street. 

Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to fit up a portion of, the 
basement of the town hall extension for use as a lockup or lobby, 
and appropriate money for the same, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to purchase a team for the 
use of the fire department, and such other usesof the town as may 
be desirable, and to appropriate money for the same, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
three hundred dollars for the benefit of the Newport Cadet Band, to 
be paid at the discretion of the Selectmen to D. K. Barry, leader. 

Art. 18. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


No epidemic has prevailed in our town dutring the past year, 
only two cases of diptheria having been reported to the board. We 
attribute this good fortune to our excellent water and sewer systems. 

Upon investigation we find that only about one-fourth of the 
property owners along the line of sewers have complied with the 
law in regard to sewer connections, therefore for the information of 
all we print the statute in full covering this point. We recommend 
a compliance with the same, that we may be more fully protected 
from disease traceable to faulty sanitation. 


PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER CVIII. 


SEcT. 8. No person shall occupy, lease to any other person or 
permit any other person to occupy a building, or any part of a build- 
ing within the compact part of a city or town as a dwelling house, 
office, store, shop or sleeping apartment, unless such building shall 
be provided with suitable privies and vaults, properly ventilated and 
constructed, and kept in proper sanitary condition, and in case of 
oecupancy as a dwelling house, unless it shall be provided with suit- 
able drains or sewers for conveying the sink-water away from the 
premises into some public sewer, if there be one within one hundred 
feet thereof, and if not, for conveying it away underground or in 
some other way that will not be offensive. 


SEcT. 10. No house of easement or privy, and no pen or sty for 
swine, shall be erected or continued in such place or condition as, in 
the judgment of the health officers, to be a nuisance or injurous to 
the public health. 


SecT. 11. The health officers may, in writing, order the discon- 
tinuance of any such nuisance; and may order that a privy located 
within one hundred feet of a public sewer shall be connected thers- 
with. If any person shall continue the nuisance after such order 
from the health officers, or shall neglect to comply with an order 
made under the provisions of this section, he shall be fined not 
exceeding ten dollars for each day of such continuance or neglect.

REPORT OF FIRE ENGINEERS. 


The Engineers hereby submit a report upon the more important 
facts concerning the fire department for the past year: 


ALARMS. 


The total number of alarms has been 12, and were received as 
follows: 
Bell alarms, 7 
Still alarms, verbal or by telephone, 5

Jan. 21, C. M. Brown’s Riverside House, chimney, Pearl street. 


Only two of the above fires were of serious consequences, the 
Wright fire and the engine house. The former was burned on the 
night of Feb. 29th. An alarm was rung in from box 36, at 12.10 
o’clock, and owing to delay in giving the alarm the fire was well 
under way on the arrival of the department, the barn and ell of the 
house being enveloped in flames. It was impossible to save only 
the main structure, and this was badly damaged. A fire was dis- 
covered in the roof of the engine house about 8.00 o’clock on the 
evening of March 26. A terrific wind was blowing at the time, 
which, with the character of the building, rendered it impossible to 
subdue the flames until the roof and tower were badly damaged. 
Cause supposed to be electric light wires. 

The engine house fire, coupled with the necessity of moving the 
engine house to make room for the town hall extension, has resulted 
in the change of the location of the engine house to its present site, 
and in material alterations and additions to the building. It is now 
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provided with a basement, in which is located the fire alarm system. 
The entire building is heated by steam supplied by the same boiler 
that is employed in heating the town hall extension, and the build- 
ing has been put in first-class repair. 

The steam fire engine has been rebuilt at an expense of two 
thousand dollars, making the same practically as good as when new. 
Seven hundred feet of rubber lined hose, three hundred feet of linen 
hose, and a light hand hose reel have been added during the year. 
The company has expended over one hundred dollars of its own 
funds in furnishing and refitting its assembly room, which renders 
it an exceedingly attractive apartmen'. 

With the building in its present location, accessable from both 
front and rear, ant the apparatus in first-class shape, the depart 
ment was never so well prepared to furnish efficient and adequate 
protection for the town. 

The board desires to make two recommendations, or at least, 
suggestions, viz: That the space between the engine house and 
Sunapee street be concreted ; and that the town purchase a pair of 
horses that can be utilized for work in the department. If it is not 
deemed wise, or feasible, for the town to own a pair of horses for 
fire and other purposes, then a contract with J. H. Glynn should be 
secured, if possible, to furnish horses from his livery stable, which 
is in close proximity to the engine house. Abundant water supply, 
complete apparatus and efficient firemen can avail but little if the 
same are not brought to a fire with the greatest possible dispatch. 

The board calls the public’s attention to the fact that a fire 
alarm box is now located in the central office of the telephone ex- 
change, and that a call may be sent in from any part of the village 
by telephone to the central office asking that an alarm be rung in.

SCHOOL BOARD’S REPORT. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newport School District : 


Your Board of Education begs leave to submit herewith its re- 
port for the year ending Feb. 15, 1905. 

During the year the new schoolhouse which was authorized by 
vote of the district, at the annual meeting in 1903, has been complet- 
ed, furnished throughout, and occupied at the beginning of the fall 
term of school, the detailed cost of which is stated elsewhere. We 
feei that with this addition to our schools we can justly say that we 
are as well equipped for schooling as any town in the state, and the 
buildings are of sufficient capacity to meet the requirements for sev- 
- eral years, as only five of the six rooms in the new building are oc- 
cupied. 

The buildings are all in good repair, excepting there should be 
new windows in the house at Kelleyville. 

We would call the attention of parents to the desirability of a 
more regular attendance by the pupils. In some localities the reg- 
isters show a carelessness both in absence and tardiness. 

There is not the number of people visiting our schools that there 
should be. Every parent should visit the school often enough to 
become familiar with the work of the school and to know whether 
their children are making the progress they should. 

The School Board would especially invite the parents’to make 
suggestions or inquiry in regard to school matters, as co-operation 
of the parents is a necessity for the success of a public school.
